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Misery of 
roadworks 
for drivers 
in borough 

MOTORISTS in Dudley are 
facing more traffic misery 
after another set of road¬ 
works which will see streets 
closed for up to 16 weeks was 
announced. 

Work to replace old gas 
and water pipes will be car¬ 
ried out in Pensnett with 
drivers being warned to 
expect delays. It follows the 
announcement of a £lmil- 
lion flood prevention scheme 
in Stallings Lane, Kingswin- 
ford which is also due to 
start the same day. 

South Staffordshire 
Water and National Grid 
Gas are carrying out the 
work in Pensnett. 

A one-way system will be 
in place in High Oak and 
traffic will only be able to 
enter from High Street. 

On the weekend of August 
11 and 12 and then from 
August 18 for around four 
weeks Broad Street will be 
closed from the junction 
with Commonside. There 
will be temporary traffic 
lights in Commonside on the 
junction with Tiled House 
Lane. 

Further work will be car¬ 
ried out in the following 
weeks and details will be 
announced nearer the time. 

Residents and businesses 
in the area have been con¬ 
tacted about the work by the 
council. Teg Chochan, man¬ 
ager of the Loaf sandwich 
bar in High Street, said he 
was worried about the effect 
the roadworks will have on 
delivery times. 

“I think it’s going to have 
a huge impact on the busi¬ 
ness.”

CHARITY collectors face a crackdown on the time and 
place they can operate in Dudley’s streets - as a long-run¬ 
ning row continues between fundraisers and council 
chiefs. 

Dudley Council ruled last year thatthe so-called “charity muggers” or chuggers should 
carry a licence - but they insist the law does not apply to them as they do not collect cash. 

The Public Fundraising Standards Authority has offered to hold talks with the council 
to come up with a voluntary agreement to regulate their workers instead. But instead the 
council says a Government review by Lord Hodgson has shown that tighter controls are

Tributes paid as 
former deputy 
mayor Jeff dies 

TRIBUTES have been paid to a former 
deputy mayor of Dudley who has died after 
a short battle with cancer. Retired metal 
polisher Jeff Jewkes 
served on Dudley 
Council, for the Gor- 
nal ward, between 
1990 and 2002. 

During his time on 
the authority, he was 
chairman of the 
select committee for 
culture and regenera¬ 
tion. 

He was also vice- 
chairman of the per¬ 
sonnel, policy and 
leisure committees. Mr Jewkes, who worked 
at GKN in Bilston, was appointed deputy 
mayor of Dudley in 2001. He died at Russells 
Hall Hospital after being diagnosed with 
terminal cancer six weeks ago. He was 70. 

Friend and Labour Party colleague Coun¬ 
cillor Ken Finch said Mr Jewkes had 
“always given 100 per cent” when repre¬ 
senting residents in Gornal. 

“Jeff was a very good friend of mine, and 
I had known him a long time. He was a very 
devoted councillor and member of the 
Labour Party,” he said. 

“We could always rely on Jeff to give 100 
per cent support, whatever the cause..” 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin also praised 
Mr Jewkes’s service, saying: “We’re all very 
upset by the terrible news.” 


needed, and that the chuggers should be 
licensed. 

The report, published last week, recom¬ 
mended greater powers for councils to curb 
aggressive collectors and complained that 
shoppers are forced to “run the gauntlet”. 

Dudley Council will now look at Lord 
Hodgson’s recommendations before mak¬ 
ing a decision on whether to enforce 
stricter working times. 

PFRA spokeswoman Catharine Pusey 
said: “Lord Hodgson has acknowledged 
that the acts being used by councils like 
Dudley are not fit for purpose but he did 
not specifically say they should be 
repealed. 

“He has said there is a need to restrict or 
regulate fundraising and has cited the 
PFRA as an effective way of doing this. 

Agreement 

“We would welcome the authority with 
open arms if they wanted to speak to us and 
come up with an agreement. We are cur¬ 
rently talking to 19 councils across the 
country as we feel this is the way forward. ” 

Councillor Gaye Partridge, said: 
“According to the report from Lord Hodg¬ 
son, councils should be given greater pow¬ 
ers to deal with aggressive charity 
collectors on High Streets. 

“Lord Hodgson has recommended coun¬ 
cils be able to license fundraisers and con¬ 
trol where and how collections take place. 
We will carefully consider the recommen¬ 
dations.” 

Lord Hodgson urged charities to tighten 
up their self-regulation or face laws being 
rewritten in order to stop aggressive 
fundraising. 

The report suggested charities should 
provide information such as whether staff 
are paid, how much money comes from the 
Government and whether the charity is 
part of the Fundraising Standards Board. 

In Wolverhampton the collectors are 
only allowed to operate on certain days.

Care home

PRECIOUS possessions 
belonging to an elderly 
woman who lived at a care 
home were thrown away by 
staff after her death. It was 
the second incident of its 
kind at the home. 

The family of grand- 
mother-of-three Jessie Sam- 
brook have demanded 
answers from Nethercrest 
Care Home, Netherton, 
Dudley. 

Mrs Sambrook, who once 
worked at well-known 
Cradley Heath chain manu¬ 
facturers Eliza Tinsley, died 
aged 85 on May 31. Family 
photographs and a leather 
handbag were among the 
items which disappeared. 

Son-in-law David Wash¬ 
ington discovered the items 
were missing when he 
arrived to collect them on 
June 29. 

Mrs Sambrook’s daughter 
Sheila Washington, 63, said 
the family were devastated 
by the loss of the items. 

It is the second incident of 
its kind at the home in 
recent weeks after posses¬ 
sions of 81-year-old resident 
Olive Darby were thrown 
out following her death. 

Tim Rudman, spokesman 
for care home operator 
Mimosa Healthcare, said: 
“We are deeply saddened 
that this error has occurred 
and Mimosa Healthcare is 
extremely sorry for the dis¬ 
tress this has caused.” 

He added new protocols 
were now in place including 
the storage of all items for 28 
days.

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New cash gives boost to town funds 


A MULTI-MILLION pound revamp 
of historic buildings in Dudley has 
been boosted after new funding was 
secured. 

Some of the cash will be spent on 
repairs and the restoration of run¬ 
down shopfronts and buildings. 

Money will also be spent on work 
to bring derelict sites of architec¬ 
tural interest back into use. Some 
£229,000 of European cash will go to 
the ongoing Townscape Heritage 


Initiative, which is aimed at boost¬ 
ing Dudley’s prosperity by attract¬ 
ing businesses and creating jobs. 

The rest of the money is coming 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
English Heritage, the Housing and 
Communities Agency and Dudley 
Council. 

Fears were raised nearly two 
years ago that the project would not 
go ahead when £2.15m funding from 
the regional development agency 


Advantage West Midlands fell 
through. But council chiefs say it is 
back on track - and they will decide 
in the coming weeks which build¬ 
ings to spend the money on. 

They say they will look at “gate¬ 
way” buildings, having already 
revamped the former Crown pub in 
Wolverhampton Street, Baylies Hall 
in Tower Street and the old Ace 
Disks shop at the top of High Street. 

Councillor Shaukat Ali, said: 


“Securing this funding will ensure 
more excellent work through the 
Townscape Heritage Initiative can 
be carried out.” 

Norman Price, deputy chairman 
of the West Midlands European 
Regional Development Fund local 
management committee said: “To 
improve the overall performance of 
an area and its economy you have to 
get the foundations right.

RESIDENTS will form a 
committee intending to 
force council officials and 
police to rethink the closure 
of a busy commuter road in 
Dudley.

Satnam Bhogal added: “It 
has been absolute chaos 
since they brought in all 
these signs.”

Hospital chief in apology to Owen's parents

THE CHIEF executive of Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital has apolo¬ 
gised to the grief-stricken parents 
of an eight-year-old boy for the way 
staff treated them after his sudden 
death. 

David and Rowena Jeremy say 
they had no support from staff at 
the hospital to guide them through 
the process when he died after an 
asthma attack. 

They were even left to look for a 
telephone number so they could 
call a taxi to go home. The couple 


attended a release of balloons in 
memory of Owen by pupils in his 
year at Fairhaven Primary School, 
Wordsley last week. 

A total of 300 balloons, each car¬ 
rying a message from a youngster 
and a photograph of Owen, were 
released during the day - and 
coaches from Owen’s favourite 
team, Aston Villa, held sessions 
with pupils as a tribute to him. 

Owen died at the hospital on 
May 24 when he suffered a cardiac 
arrest soon after being given 


adrenaline. His parents, of Prim¬ 
rose Hill, Wordsley, have with¬ 
drawn a complaint about Owen’s 
treatment, in which they chal¬ 
lenged a decision to give him adren¬ 
aline even though his heart was 
racing. 

Upset 

The couple were upset after they 
found staff had not removed 
medical tubes from Owen’s body 
when they went to say their final 
farewell to him four hours after his 
death. Paula Clark, chief executive 


of The Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, says in a letter she is 
“extremely sorry” that a rapid 
response team meant to give infor¬ 
mation to bereaved parents did not 
contact them. 

She adds: “In future staff have 
been asked to arrange a local taxi 
for bereaved relatives to get home 
safely, if no-one is available to 
collect them from the hospital.” 

She also apologised for the “addi¬ 
tional distress” caused by a failure 
to remove Owen’s tubes.

Major scheme for town 
hits a chord with folk 


MORE than 700 people turned out to give their 
views on a multi-million pound regeneration 
scheme in the heart of Dudley - with the 
scheme finding favour with many residents. 

Experts were on hand at the town’s Churchill Precinct to 
talk people through plans developed by property firm Aven- 
bury for the largely derelict Porters Field site, including the 
long disused Cavendish 
House. 

Many residents who 
stopped to look at the plans 
during the exhibition on 
Friday and Saturday said 
they were in favour of such a 
development and that work 
to regenerate that section of 
the town was long overdue. 

Proposals drawn up would 
see the boarded-up 
Cavendish House building 
demolished and replaced 
with an 800,000sq ft super¬ 
market. 

A restaurant and other 
leisure facilities are also 
planned for the site along 
with a landscaped area 
leading into the town centre 
and a new taxi office. 

If the scheme wins 
approval, there would also 
be space for the Midland 
Metro to run through the 
site, and a car park for more 
than 500 vehicles. 

Successful 

Additional space at the 
site, which would be called 
Porters Field, would be 
created by rerouting exist¬ 
ing Trindle Road to bring it 
parallel with Duncan 
Edwards Way. If successful 
the scheme would create 
around 500 jobs in the town. 

Leroy Holness, aged 58, of 
Dudley, said: “We need 
something to bring some life 
back into the heart of the 
town.” 

Patrick Nicholas, aged 48, 
of Junction Street, Dudley, 
said: “The town has been in 
decline for too long. In the 
early 1980s it was one of the 
most successful shopping 
centres.”

Man sent 
to prison 
for attack

Anger at 
decision 
to close 
playgroup 

GOVERNORS at a Sedgley 
school have decided to close 
its long-running playgroup 
despite protests from 
parents. 

One mother says, as a 
result, she will choose a dif¬ 
ferent school for her daugh¬ 
ter to attend. 

Governors at Hurst Hill 
Primary School, Paul Street, 
say the group, which has 
been open for two-year-olds 
for 17 years, is “not finan¬ 
cially viable.”

Hurst Hill head Caroline 
Dingle said: “Due to the 
need to prioritise areas of 
work at the school... the gov¬ 
erning body has taken the 
decision to close the play¬ 
group. 

Mother Jade Love, aged

attends the group, said: 
“They haven’t listened to 
the parents.”

Family and friends shell-shocked at death

A CRECHE worker and mother-of-two 
described as “one in a million” has died 
from a blood clot aged 36. 

Emma Nock, who worked at Wrens 
Nest Primary School, Dudley, leaves her 
children 12-year-old Sophie and 10-year- 
old Tara. 

Her devastated mother Jean Hale said 
her sudden death had left everyone 
“shell-shocked”. 

Ms Nock, of Marigold Crescent, Dudley, 
had been studying for her Level 3 child¬ 
care qualification and also an Open Uni¬ 
versity degree. During her work at the 


school, she had helped in the children’s 
centre and as support staff in the class¬ 
room. 

She was a keen musician and taught 
keyboard classes and was also involved in 
dance, drama and Zumba classes. 

Mrs Hale, of New Road, said: “She was 
my rock and I was her rock. We did every¬ 
thing together. 

“She really was one in a million. She 
loved helping others and would go out of 
her way to help anyone who needed her. 

“She loved working at the school and 
looking after the children. 


“Everyone who knew her cannot 
believe what has happened, they all feel 
shell-shocked. It was very sudden and 
there was no warning.” 

A book of memories is being collected at 
the school so staff, pupils and parents can 
pay their respects to Ms Nock, who also 
leaves her 33-year-old sister Katie. 

Ms Nock died at home on July 1. Her 
funeral took place at St James’ Methodist 
Church, Pensnett last week. Donations 
were being collected for Midlands Air 
Ambulance and Wrens Nest Primary 
School.

Plans for a 
hotel given 
green light 

PLANS for a 63-bed hotel for Dudley, which 
will create 25 jobs, have been the given the 
go-ahead by council chiefs. 

The £3.5 million Premier Inn will open in 
Castlegate Business Park before autumn 
next year. It will have parking spaces for 65 
cars and a restaurant. The building now has 
planning permission from Dudley Council. 

Bosses at the hotel chain say the building 
will bring a boost for businesses and 
tourism. 

John Bates, head of acquisitions for 
Premier Inn owners Whitbread Hotels and 
Restaurants, previously said: “Castlegate 
Business Park is an ideal location for a new 
Premier Inn in the Black Country, with 
great road access.” 

The development will be built on land 
owned by the Homes and Communities 
Agency. The scheme by commercial property 
developer Stoford will also comprise car 
parking and an unnamed restaurant. 

No objections were lodged about the hotel 
scheme from the council’s highways depart¬ 
ment or environmental health officers. 

The fire service was also consulted on the 
development and again no objection was 
received. Stoford director Matt Burgin, said: 
“Our plans reinforce our long-standing com¬ 
mitment to the Black Country.” 

Dudley Council leader David Sparks said 
he was “pleased” another hotel was opening 
in the borough. 


THE distraught widow of a Halesowen man 
who died from heart failure following knee 
replacement surgery has told how an inquest 
into his death has left her with unanswered 
questions. 

Angela Collett, aged 52, wept at the conclusion of the 
hearing at Birmingham Coroners Court into the death of 
her husband Robert. 

Mr Collett, a 62-year-old part-time driver, of Blagdon 
Road, had elected to have knee surgery at the Royal 
Orthopaedic Hospital, Birmingham, in 
February last year. 

In summing up the case, coroner for 
Birmingham and Solihull, Aidan Cotter 
said Mr Collett felt chest pain soon after he 
was anaesthetised. 

Later in the operation, Mr Cotter said the 
patient was coughing and an anaesthetist 
diagnosed him with fluid on the lungs. 

The coroner said: “The anaesthetist 
decided the operation should proceed 
although the surgeon twice asked if surgery 
should continue.” 

Shortly after the operation, Mr Collett 
appeared ashen so was immediately trans¬ 
ferred to a bed and put in a sitting position. 

Surgery 

He then suffered a heart attack and was 
taken to intensive care at Birmingham City 
Hospital but died. 

Mr Cotter last week recorded a verdict of 
death following elective surgery. 

Mrs Collett had been a clinical nurse spe¬ 
cialist at the Royal Orthopaedic Hospital 
but has now left and is launching a legal 
battle. 

She said: “Despite the inquest I still have 
questions about why the surgery went 
ahead in the first place when Robert was 
showing clear signs of being unwell before 
and during the operation.” 

Lindsey Webb, director of nursing and 
governance at the hospital and Graham 
Bragg, deputy chief executive, issued a joint 
statement offering their “sincere condo¬ 
lences” to the family.

£lm flood prevention 
scheme to close roads 


ONE of Dudley’s busiest roads 
has closed for six weeks for a £1 
million flood prevention scheme 
to be carried out. 

A section of Stallings Lane, Kingswinford, 
has been cut off to traffic while new sewer 
pipes are installed and for construction of a 
large underground flood storage tank in 
Broadmeadow. 

The closure will run from Charterfield 
Drive to the entrance to the industrial estate 
further up the road. 

A short length of Ham Lane will also be 
closed off for sewer pipes to be installed. 

Dudley Council is working with Severn 
Trent Water, South Staffordshire Water, 
IWS and Enterprise on the scheme which is 
due to finish in early September. 

The work is being carried out to prevent 
serious flooding in Stallings Lane and Hins- 
ford Close. There have been problems along 
the roads recorded in 2002, 2005, 2007 and 
2009. 

Council officials said they would try to 
minimise disruption and had planned the 
work for the school summer holidays when 
the road is less busy. 

But they admitted some inconvenience 
would be inevitable and said some residents 
may experience disruption to their water 
supply during the project. 

A diversion has been set up via Tansey 
Green Road, Dreadnought Road, High 
Street and Moss Grove which will add 
around a mile to journeys. 

Council bosses said businesses along the 
route would be open as usual and access to 
commercial and domestic properties would 
be maintained throughout.

A PLANNING application for a 
waste recycling plant in Brierley 
Hill will be submitted following 
the end of a public consultation 
into the proposal. 

About 60 people turned out for the two- 
day consultation event at the Brierley Hill 
Project to view Clean Power’s plans for the 
plant on land off Moor Street. 

The firm will now review feedback from 
the consultation before submitting a plan¬ 
ning application to Dudley Council by the 
end of next month. Residents raised some 
concerns about the plans at the consulta¬ 
tion. 

There were fears the development would 
lead to an increase in traffic. 

Clean Power spokeswoman Jessica 
Stewart said: “We’re very pleased with last 
week’s exhibitions. Around 60 local resi¬ 
dents came along to view the proposals and 
on the whole, feedback was positive.” 

The proposed plant would turn domestic 
and commercial waste into gas to generate 
electricity for up to 8,000 homes. The firm 
said the process would release low emissions 
without odour. It would also create 30 jobs. 

Ms Steward added: “Using feedback from 
the consultation, we plan to submit a plan¬ 
ning application to Dudley Council in the 
coming month. 

“After this, the council will also consult 
the community and key stakeholders.” 

Points raised at the public consultation 
included concerns over increased traffic 
from lorries taking waste to the plant. 
Bosses said there would be up to 60 lorry 
movements to and from the site a day.

Crime in region takes a 
fail, latest figures claim 


CRIME in the West Midlands has 
plummeted over the past year, 
with big falls in the amount of rob¬ 
beries and violence, according to 
the latest official figures. 

West Midlands Police recorded a 10 per 
cent drop in overall crime, with 193,532 
offences in the 12 months up to the end of 
March this year. 

That included a 20 per cent reduction in 
robberies, with 7,260 during that period. 
Vehicle crime dropped by 16 per cent to 
25,096, while there was also a 14 per cent 
reduction in burglary, dropping to 28,170. 

Violence against the person dropped by 15 
per cent to 35,457. But there were increases 
in the number of drugs offences - up seven 
per cent to 9,220, while sexual offences were 
up one per cent to 2,725. 

Other figures, released by the Crime 
Survey of England and Wales, showed the 
total number of crimes across England and 
Wales fell by four per cent to 3,976,312, the 
first time it has dipped below four million 
since 1989. 

The survey is based on interviews with 
tens of thousands of people in more than 
45,000 households. 

West Midlands Police has seen crime fall 
despite facing Government funding cuts of 
£126m over the next four years. 

The force is losing in the region of 2,700 
police officer and staff positions between 
now and 2015. The force is also looking at 
sharing some of its services with neighbour¬ 
ing Staffordshire Police.

A CYCLIST who died after being hit by a 
lorry in Kidderminster has been named as 
Arthur William Bough. 

Mr Bough, aged 78, of Kidderminster died 
after the accident at the junction of the A451 
Stourport Road and Sutton Park Road. 

A 
lorry driver from South Wales has been 
arrested on suspicion of causing death by 
careless driving.

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Police are handing out 
advice over sex attacks 


POLICE chiefs are giving revellers 
advice as part of a new safety campaign 
to reduce sexual attacks in towns and 
cities. 

Officers across the West Mercia force 
area - which includes Wyre Forest and 
Hagley - will speak to young people on 
nights out from tonight to encourage 
them not to drink too much, to stay in 
control and to look after their friends. 

They say people should ensure that 
anyone who has had too much to drink 
are put into taxis so they get home safely. 

Detective Inspector Callie Bradley 
from the force’s public protection unit 
said: “Research shows young people 
aged between 13 and 24 are most likely 


to become victims of a serious sexual 
offence between 9pm and 3am on Friday 
and Saturday nights and that the 
number of rapes and serious sexual 
offences increase between June and 
August. 

“Drinking to excess might seem like 
fun at the time, but it can make you 
extremely vulnerable. 

“When you drink your inhibitions are 
much lower, which might cause you to 
take risks you wouldn’t usually take. 

“This could mean going home with 
someone you don’t know and - in the 
worst cases - end up being a victim or 
offender of a serious sexual offence,” he 
added. 


Man in bus bomb hoax 


POLICE stopped and 
searched a bus in Dudley 
after a drunken man made a 
999 call saying there may be a 
bomb on board, a court 
heard. 

Sean Long later told police he had 
made the call to gain attention after a 
row with his girlfriend. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard he 
told officers he had overheard a conver¬ 
sation about a bomb on the 126 bus in 
Birmingham New Road, Dudley, on 
July 1. Long, aged 26, of Tryan Road, 
Nuneaton, admitted causing a bomb 
hoax. Sentencing was adjourned to 
August 6 for reports. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, told 


the court police received the 999 call 
from a “drunken man” at 4.55pm. 

The bus was stopped and searched 
by officers but nothing suspicious was 
found. Long had already got off the bus 
by then but he was arrested when he 
turned up at Brierley Hill police 
station to answer bail for a separate 
matter, said Mr Cooper. 

Girlfriend 

He told police he was drunk after 
having an argument with his girlfriend 
and had made up overhearing a conver¬ 
sation about a bomb to get some atten¬ 
tion. 

Miss Dawn Foxall, defending, said 
Long was “deeply regretful” about 
what happened and did not know what 
had come over him. 


“His life has taken a turn for the 
worse in the last six months or so - he 
has lost his job, his relationship has 
broken down and he is having a 
custody battle with his ex-partner over 
his only child,” she added. 

“He has spiralled into depression 
and has not been acting himself. 

“It was clear very early on this was 
most likely a hoax but the relevant pre¬ 
cautions had to be taken.” 

Miss Foxall said the police were 
aware that the man on the phone was 
intoxicated, and there was limited dis¬ 
ruption. 

The bus, which was travelling from 
Birmingham to Dudley, was quickly 
identified and searched. 

Passengers were not made aware of 
the reason for searching the bus. 


Chemists 

multiplying 

SIX new 100-hour-a-week 
pharmacies could open in 
Dudley this year under a com¬ 
petition law loophole. 

Under the law, to open a 
pharmacy an applicant needs 
approval from the local NHS 
body, but if it is going to be 
open for just 100 hours a 
week, it is granted an exemp¬ 
tion. 

Since 2005 seven new 100- 
hour-a-week pharmacies 
have opened in Dudley, taking 
the number of chemists in the 
borough up to 70. 

Two others have been 
approved, but not yet opened, 
while another four have been 
proposed, three of which are 
in Brierley Hill.

MP attacks tax 
rise for summer 
holiday flights 


AN EIGHT per cent tax hike on flights has been slammed 
by a Dudley MP who says families embarking on summer 
holidays will be hit. Dudley North MP Ian Austin has raised 
his concerns in a letter to Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
George Osborne. For short-haul flights, the tax has 
increased from £12 to £13. 
For long-haul flights of more 
than 4,000 miles, it has gone 
up from £85 to £92. 

Despite hopes the Govern¬ 
ment would reform the avia¬ 
tion tax, after a consultation 
no new proposals were 
tabled and the increase was 
confirmed in the budget. 

Passenger groups cam¬ 
paigners, including Fair Tax 
on Flying and Hands off Our 
Holidays have attracted pub¬ 
lic support. 

Mr Austin said: “Money is 
really tight for ordinary fam¬ 
ilies and this increase will hit 
people already being 
squeezed. 

I’ve written to George 
Osborne because the Gov¬ 
ernment has not fulfilled 
their promises on taxation of 
the aviation industry.”

Former fire station is 
to become new homes 


A FIRE station which closed as part of a cost-cutting review by West 
Midlands Fire Service will be demolished and replaced with housing 
under new plans. 

Halesowen Fire Station shut in April despite a public campaign to save it from closure. 
It followed the merger of Halesowen and Cradley Heath fire stations and the axing of one 
of the two 24-hour crews. The decision followed in the wake of the fire service being hit 


with £10 million in government funding 
cuts between 2011 and 2013. 

Now fire chiefs are seeking planning per¬ 
mission for the housing development ahead 
of putting the building on the market. 

A new £3million fire station serving both 
Halesowen and Cradley Heath will be built 
on the site of former municipal buildings in 
Halesowen Road, Cradley Heath. 

Firefighters based in Halesowen have 
been redeployed to other stations in the 
area until new fire hub opens. 

A planning application for new homes on 
the site of old Halesowen station has been 
submitted to Dudley Council. 

The proposals are for a mix of two and 
three bedroom homes, a report by agent 
Rob Duncan says. “It is anticipated that 
they will be of typical brick and tile con-

struction to reflect the established charac¬ 
ter of the wider residential area,” he adds. 

The Cradley Heath station will also be 
sold off to help make £1.5m from the sale of 
the two sites. 

Campaigners had battled to save the 
Halesowen station but the costs of the legal 
battle proved too heavy for them to con¬ 
tinue the fight. 

They would have needed to find up to 
£60,000 to fund a planned judicial review. 

One of their main concerns was they 
feared the merger would leave the area 
poorly protected in an emergency. In 2010- 
11, Halesowen attended about 535 inci¬ 
dents. Cradley Heath firefighters went out 
to about 1,000. 


300 turn up to day 
offering just 30 jobs 

MORE THAN 300 people turned up to an open day to apply 
for just 30 jobs which are available at a new Midcounties 
Co-operative store opening at a former pub in Stourbridge. 

The old Broadway pub in Norton is being converted into 
a convenience store which will open on August 2. 

The building in Broadway Road is being refurbished and 
extended to provide 3,000 sq ft of retail space. Store Man¬ 
ager Jim Stuart said he was “delighted” by the response 
from jobhunters. 

The pub was closed in February last year by licensees 
Jane and Keith Johnson as they were struggling to make 
ends meet. It was later put on the market for £345,000 with 
estate agents Christie & Co and the sale was completed in 
October. 

The shop will offer a selection of fresh food as well as a 
range of convenience goods and customer facilities includ¬ 
ing a car park. Mr Stuart, said: “We were delighted with the 
positive response from locals.” 


Two more 
events hit 
as funding 
is stretched 

TWO more community 
events in the Dudley bor¬ 
ough have been axed this 
year after cash was ploughed 
into the borough’s Diamond 
Jubilee and Olympic cele¬ 
brations instead. 

Stourbridge Harvest Fes¬ 
tival and Brier ley Hill by the 
Sea have been dropped from 
this year’s events calendar 
alongside the popular Hale¬ 
sowen by the Sea. 

The Brierley Hill event 
was only launched last year 
but, like the other two 
events, drew hundreds of 
visitors into town centres 
boosting trade over the sum¬ 
mer months. 

But officials from Dudley 
Council have scrapped the 
events this year so 
“resources could be focused” 
on the Diamond Jubilee and 
Olympic Torch relay events 
instead. David Harcourt, 
who helps organise events in 
Stourbridge, said cancelling 
the event this year had been 
disappointing.

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School’s bid to become 
free has been rejected 


AN INDEPENDENT school in Kiddermin¬ 
ster will continue to charge tuition fees to 
students for at least another two years after 
its bid to become a free school was turned 
down by the Government. 

Holy Trinity International School’s appli¬ 
cation was not among the 102 approved by 
the Department for Education in the latest 
round. But staff say they will resubmit the 
bid for the next application round later this 
year which if successful could see the site 
opening as a free school in 2014. 

The Government has not made public the 
reasons for ruling against the application, 
which would have led to a large number of 
new school places being available. Free 
schools are run by groups of parents, teach¬ 
ers, governors, charities, trusts, religious 


and voluntary groups. They are funded by 
central Government and are independent of 
local councils, giving them greater control 
over their curriculum, teachers’ pay and 
conditions, and the length of school terms 
and days. 

Headteacher Pamela Leek-Wright said: 
“Support for the school’s application has 
been overwhelming and we would like to 
thank our parents, the school staff and the 
wider community for their strong support.” 

The Birmingham Road school caters for 
children from three months to 18 years. Mrs 
Leek-Wright said the Government’s deci¬ 
sion would not affect plans for redevelop¬ 
ment including the introduction of the 
Primary Years Program-me (PYP) of the 
International Baccalaureate for youngsters. 


£2.6111 revamp of historic 
park moves a step closer 


A £2.6 MILLION revamp of an 
historic Stourbridge park has 
moved a step closer as 
council chiefs draw up a bid 
for funding. 

Dudley Council is working on a 
second application to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund for the planned revamp 
of Mary Stevens Park, in Norton. 

A consultation has been launched 
for the public to give their views on 
what needs to be done. 

Landmarks across the parkland, off 


Heath Lane, will be restored should 
the bid be successful. Top priorities 
include the restoration of the war 
memorial and works to the pool and 
entrance gates around the park. 

The main Grade II listed Mary 
Stevens gates are in urgent need of 
restoration with brick and ironwork 
showing signs of decay. 

Campaigns led by Stourbridge 
Township Council have long argued 
for the Mary Stevens gates to be one 
of the priorities. 

Any remaining funding could be 
used to open a cafe or refreshment 


kiosk. The public is now being asked 
for its feedback with an online survey. 

Once the consultation is finished, 
the council will complete the applica¬ 
tion and aims to submit it by Febru¬ 
ary 2013. 

The council is applying for £2m 
from the HLF, and has been required 
to provide match funding of approxi¬ 
mately £624,000. 

It has already passed the first 
round of applications.

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Quarry gets warning on 
breaching agreed hours 


OPERATORS at a Dudley quarry 
have been caught working 
outside their allowed hours - and 
warned they face prosecution if it 
continues. 

Managers at the Ketley Quarry, 
Kingswinford, have been served a breach of 
condition notice by Dudley Council. 

It comes after residents complained 
trucks were entering the site, in Ketley 
Road, before the permitted 7.30am start 
time. Tile and brick makers Hinton, Perry 
and Davenhill must abide by the rules or 
face a maximum fine of £1,000. 

Permission was recently granted for the 
quarry to open to loaded vehicles at 7.30am 
instead of 8am despite residents’ objections. 

And the family firm has revealed plans to 
open the quarry at 7am, angering locals who 
say queueing lorries clog up the road. 

Campaigners who complained that lorries 
were arriving too early have welcomed the 
council’s response. 

Ward councillor Patrick Harley said: 
“None of us want to see the quarry close and 
we want the company to thrive but they 
need to be a responsible neighbour.” 

Alex Patrick-Smith, managing director of 
Hinton Perry and Davenhill, said: “A breach 
of conditions notice has been served by the 
council relating to our operators bringing 
clay on to the site around 15 or 20 minutes 
earlier than the start time in our planning 
consent. 

“This has now stopped and will be strictly 
policed. We want to be good neighbours. 

Councillor Shaukat Ali confirmed that a 
breach of condition notice had been served 
on Hinton Perry and Davenhill for breaches 
of the planning consent.

A BEWDLEY couple have been left 
shocked after a dream holiday for 
their 40th wedding anniversary fell 
through as coach company Hover- 
land collapsed. 

The firm has left its offices in West Midlands 
House, Willenhall, and customers are being 
advised to contact their bank or Citizens 
Advice. 

William and Pauline Brookes paid a £400 
deposit for a week’s coach trip in Italy when 
they heard about the firm’s demise. 

The couple tried to pay the final instalment 
for their £958 holiday. They posted a cheque but 
when it wasn’t cashed they rang the company. 

Mrs Brookes, aged 58, said: “A receptionist 
told us the company had gone under. We could¬ 
n’t believe it. We’d booked the holiday last year, 
and we were set to go in two months.” The 
couple suffered another blow when their 
holiday insurers, the Post Office, said the 
deposit was not covered. 

Mr Brookes, 62, said: “We don’t know what 
do. We’re supposed to be marking our anniver¬ 
sary but we have no money to get another 
holiday. We’re devastated.” 

Mr and Mrs Brookes, who live at Riverside 
Caravan Park and are unemployed, told Walsall 
Council’s trading standards department of 
their plight. Interim trading standards 
manager at Walsall Council, Lorraine Booth- 
man, said: “We have made checks and have 
established the company in question has been 
dissolved. Officers are now making inquiries.” 
Hoverland European Holidays was unavailable 
for comment.

Father pledges to continue 
artist legacy of tragic Mark 



Oliver Speight tells BEN 
BENTLEY why he is dedicat¬ 
ing his life to the memory of his 
TV presenter son Mark 


THE feeling of loss, as Mark 
Speight’s father Oliver puts it, is 
“in perpetuity”. 

Wolverhampton-born children’s televi¬ 
sion star and artist Mark took his own life in 
2008, but, determined to fund a project to 
continue his work of taking art into commu¬ 
nities, Oliver Speight sold his house and now 
lives in a hotel. 

Today, reflecting upon the moment a 
police officer knocked on his door to break 
the news of his son’s death, Oliver, aged 74, 
says: “It was his time, as I look back at it 
now. But the loss you never, ever get over. 

“It’s an unrecoverable loss.” 

“But the thing I remember when I was 
first told about what happened was the 
sense of fun in Mark, because in the wake of 
his death we had 26,000 emails and 95,000 
hits on YouTube, and that told you that he 
was so loved by children and parents. 

“And it took Mark’s death to understand 
why I was living and what my function in life 
was. Because he handed me a baton. He said 
‘my energy is gone now, you carry on’.” 

Mark, who grew up in Tettenhall, had the 
world at his feet as the host of BBC chil¬ 
dren’s art programme SMart. 

But his world fell apart when his fiancee, 
fellow presenter Natasha Collins, died sud¬ 
denly after taking cocaine. 

Mark, aged 42, was subsequently 
arrested, but after being released without 
charge, he disappeared and was found 
hanged near Paddington Station in London 


in January 2008. Two suicide notes were 
discovered a few days later, describing how 
he could no longer live without Natasha. 

Love and affection for Mark was no more 
apparent than at his funeral at St Michael 
and All Angels Church in Tettenhall, when 
hundreds of relatives, friends and col¬ 
leagues turned out to pay their respects. 

And it was here, as Oliver read the eulogy 
in which he described his son as “a Pied 
Piper who took children on a magical 
mystery tour of art”, that it came to him just 
how he would pick up his lad’s baton. 


Tragedy struck the family again the same 
year, when Mark’s grieving mother Jacqui 
died at her home in Mill Lane, Tettenhall 
Wood, in September 2008, aged 62. 

But despite their devastation, Oliver and 
the family continued their pledge to the 
artist. In memory of “the real Mark” he 
would set up Speight of the Art Foundation, 
an inspirational project that aims to seek 
out future artistic skills and talent in chil¬ 
dren aged between four and 18, and also to 
engage young people in art as a means of self 
expression and community development. 


Passion, determination, commitment, joy 
and future vision are words Oliver uses in 
describing Speight of the Art, but during a 
chat in a hotel lobby in Telford it quickly 
becomes clear that these terms perfectly 
apply to the inspirational figure before me. 

Oliver’s commitment to the cause is 
beyond doubt. Selling your house in France 
to live in a hotel tells you that much. 

He has family down the road in Coalport, 
and says his hotel provides an ideal base 
from which to travel the country and bring 
a variety of arts projects to children, many 
of them disadvantaged. 

“I thought, let’s continue this artistic and 
creative journey that Mark had started,” 
says Oliver, who is sure his son would 
approve of Speight of the Art. 

“I think he would be proud, because the 
work he wanted to do in society is now being 
done. We funded this mostly ourselves and I 
have to be careful that we now get sponsor¬ 
ship to take it to the next level, but 9,472 
children have so far benefited.” 

External funding is now vital for the con¬ 
tinuation of the work Oliver has started. 

A recent joint venture with the NHS 
Mental Health Trust for South Stafford¬ 
shire and Shropshire saw workshops con¬ 
ducted. An event at the M6 services at 
Stafford involved 200 children and was sup¬ 
ported by 20,000 members of the public. 

In September, Speight of the Art will 
engage in a venture with Wolverhampton 
Art Gallery, under the banner ‘Bringing 
Mark home’. 

A property businessman by profession, 
Oliver says: “Speight of the Art has changed 
my life. It has made me realise that time is 
of the essence and if I am going to do things 
I’ve got to get on with this.”

TOURISM officers expect 
the number of visitors to 
South Staffordshireto 
increase by 100,000 by 2016, 
raking in millions of pounds.

Brian Edwards said tourism 
was a “hugely important 
part of the local economy”.

When tree fellers had 
jills to do the lumbering 


THEY came to Staffordshire 
to fell trees for vital timber in 
the Second World War, some 
of them still teenagers away 
from home for the first time. 

Just like Jack in the children’s 
nursery rhyme had his Jill, so the lum¬ 
berjacks of Cannock Forest had their 
lumberjills to take over their work 
when they were called to fight at the 
Front. 

Now the search is on to find women 
who worked in Staffordshire’s wood¬ 
lands during the 1939-45 conflict. The 
little-known lumberjills made a crucial 
contribution supplying timber for use 
as pit props and aircraft manufacture, 
and even in bomb-making. 

At its peak, the Women’s Timber 
Corps, set up 70 years ago, had about 
8,000 members, young women who 
were billeted with families or in camps. 

They felled and planted trees, meas-

ured them and drove tractors. 
Members of the WTC, an off-shoot of 
the Land Army, wore distinctive green 
uniforms and had their own beret 
badge featuring a conifer tree. 

Today there are still lumberjills but 
these days machinery does much of the 
heavy work. Jason MacLean, of the 
Forestry Commission, which has 
launched the lumberjill search, said: 
“It was tough work back then as every 
tree had to be cut down by hand. 

“Even in wartime the women per¬ 
forming this work could cut down 30 
trees using a two-hander cross saw if 
they became very proficient. They 
really blazed a trail for the women who 
came after them.” 

Modern-day lumberjill Jacqui Black¬ 
ford, based at Birches Valley on 
Cannock, Chase does not chop down 
trees but is involved in the important 
work of introducing schoolchildren to 


the forest and helping to educate them 
about this special environment. 

Her female colleagues are involved 
in planning, planting, design and man¬ 
agement of the forest and many can 
use a chainsaw if required. 

The 49-year-old former veterinary 
nurse said: “I’ve always been an 
outdoor girl, and it’s nice now to have 
the forest as your office or classroom. 

“Education has become an impor¬ 
tant part of our work.” 

The Forestry Commission say many 
women from the region must have 
served as lumberjills in the war but 
very little is known about where they 
were posted locally. Possible postings 
could have included Cannock Forest.

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Staff celebrate milestone 
for hard-working clinic 


STAFF at a clinic in Dudley have marked 
its third birthday. 

The Dudley Borough Walk-in Centre at 
the Holly Hall Clinic, Stourbridge Road 
treated more than 47,000 patients in the 
last year. 

The doctors and nurses at the centre see 
an average of 3,900 patients every month. 

Their busiest month so far was in Decem¬ 
ber 2011 when 4,371 patients attended with 
a variety of health problems. 

Centre manager, Beryl Wickstead, has 
been there from the start and was instru¬ 
mental in setting up the service and recruit¬ 
ing the team. 

They now have several GPs working there 
and have recently recruited additional sen¬ 
ior nurses and nurses who specialise in 


treating minor illness. Mrs Wickstead said: 
“I’m delighted we have reached this three- 
year milestone. 

“Since we started we have seen many 
thousands of people who have needed 
urgent treatment that did not warrant a 
trip to hospital A&E. 

“People who attend the walk-in centre are 
seen within an hour and our popularity is a 
testament to the excellent team we have 
working here. From the reception staff to 
the lead doctor, everyone works together for 
the benefit of the people who need our 
help.” 

“We have also built up close relationships 
with the local GP practices, NHS commu¬ 
nity teams, hospital departments and the 
ambulance service.” 


Holden's expansion set 


A BLACK COUNTRY brewery 
has been given the go-ahead 
to expand in moves that will 
see production increase by 50 
per cent. 

Dudley Council has approved 
plans for a three-storey extension at 
Holden’s Brewery in Woodsetton. 

The £200,000 expansion at the site 
in George Street will include a 
70,000-pint storage tank and two 
fermenting vessels. 

It will mean production of the 
brewery’s five beers can be stepped 
up from 50,000 to 75,000 pints per 
week. 

Managing director Jonothan 
Holden said: “This is an exciting 


time for the brewery. In the current 
financial climate to think we are 
doing well is very pleasing. 

“I think it is down to our good, 
local product, its price and the qual¬ 
ity of landlords who sell it on.” 

The brewery’s expansion plans 
also include exporting one beer, 
called Golden Special Bitter, to 
Japan. 

Bottle 

To support the move the company 
has also opened a new bottle store 
and office space at its site. 

Mr Holden said: “We are finding 
that people really enjoy the organic 
taste of our cask ale beers - there is 
a real market for them. It will be 


great not just to serve in the West 
Midlands, but also the high street.” 

Ground work is already complete 
for the site expansion, with work to 
begin soon on the storage space. 

The plan follows an earlier one, 
also approved by Dudley Council, 
which was for a two-storey expan¬ 
sion. 

However, this was dropped for the 
new scheme, which could be followed 
by further work at the site over the 
next two years. Bosses have said 
they hope to build a brewing house, 
with a planning application likely to 
be submitted next year. 

The firm is one of the oldest of its 
kind in the area and was started in 
1915.

IT WOULD have taken just 
two words from Rhys to set 
me off. They would have 
been spoken by his character 
Murray - the ineffectual 
manager in hit comedy 
Flight of the Conchords - 
and they would, of course, 
have been “band meeting”.

The retired general nurse, midwife and public health worker 
from the Midlands, continues: “It’s one of the things I want to 
do again, having been involved in a Finding the Voice course. 

“It’s such a joyous pastime and what’s more, it gives me 
pleasure while hopefully putting something back into life for 
others.” It is hard to imagine Ann shying away from anything - 
a consummate, articulate professional, who embraces life and 
opportunity with an infectious enthusiasm. 

But trouble with her teeth began to erode her positive ap¬ 
proach and she admits her self-image took a dive. I became 
too self-conscious of my teeth.” 

She adds: “Family get-togethers over meals became awk¬ 
ward for me because my teeth were not functional, but it was 
at my mother’s 90th birthday party it really came home to me. 
‘What’s the matter with your teeth? 

“She said ‘they’re all misshapen’. It 
was true.

Waltz off to Vienna 
to find why art 
world is in a whirl 


OPULENCE, decadence, 
culture as well as the best 
cakes in the world - Vienna is 
the traveller’s hot ticket for 
2012. 

Glimmering galleries and museums 
stand on almost every corner, and 
coffee-house aromas of ground beans, 
hot chocolate and honeyed pastries gild 
the air. 

For the third year running, Vienna 
has been voted the ‘most liveable’ city 
in the world - meaning the health, 
wealth, leisure and day-to-day needs of 
its fold are met at an enviably high 
level. This can only be good news for 
the tourist whose stresses and cares 
can be eased by a dip into this well- 
oiled playground of a capital, where 
comfort, transport, entertainment and 
Wiener Schnitzel reign. 

Fascination 

But while today’s Vienna is remark¬ 
able, it is the Vienna of the early 1900s 
that holds such a fascination for visi¬ 
tors who want to immerse themselves 
in the beauty of a bygone era - and the 
city is ready to share its success. 

This year is the 150th anniversary of 
the birth of artist Gustav Klimt, the 
turn-of-the-century genius whose 
painting The Kiss is one of the most 
easily recognisable and revered images 
in the world. 

Vienna has pulled out all the stops to 
celebrate. This year there are more 
works by Klimt on show than ever 
before through eight special exhibi¬ 
tions and these are in addition to the 
wealth of his art which is incorporated 
into the city’s buildings. 

Art fans with little time should head 
straight for the Lower Belvedere 
palace which is home not only to the 
largest collection of Gustav Klimts but 
The Kiss, said to epitomise the spirit of 


change that heralded the modernist 
era. It is worth the scrum to savour this 
vision and to eavesdrop on fellow 
viewers happy to exchange conflicting 
views on what the painting means. Dis¬ 
cussion still rages on about the identity 
of the two lovers in the painting and 
whether their embrace is being shared 
or endured. 

Other must-sees are The Secession 
building - which houses the Beethoven 
Frieze; the Kunsthistorisches Museum 
which has Klimt’s work on the stair¬ 
way, the ceiling paintings of the 
Burgtheater; the Wein Museum which 
has the largest collection of his draw¬ 
ings and my favourite, the Leopold 
Museum, which is running Klimt: Up 
Close and Personal until August 27. 

Here his masterpieces are exhibited 
alongside photos of the man himself 
together with postcards and letters 
written by him to his muse Emilie 
Floge over 20 years. I was lucky enough 
to be there on its opening night, and 
the buzz as the artist’s life was laid 
bare was a genuine thrill to experience. 
Even those with little or no knowledge 
of art will soon find themselves, as I

did, caught up in the whole saga of 
Klimt and his friends. In 1910 they 
were pioneers in the world of litera¬ 
ture, visual art, architecture and music 
and were at the helm of a Vienna that 
had a population of two million and 
was the world’s fifth largest city. Their 
legacy is all around. The city is one of 
the most important cultural centres in 
the world with architecture, painting, 
poetry and music in abundance. 

It is home to the Vienna Boys’ Choir, 
which was founded in 1498 and counts 
Joseph Haydn and Franz Schubert 
among past pupils. Reservations can 
be made to hear them sing on Sunday 
mornings in the Palace chapel. 

And forward-thinkers should also 
buy tickets for the renowned Vienna 
State Opera, which never has the same 
performance two nights running. 

Sumptuous 

I enjoyed the most sumptuous pro¬ 
duction of Carmen, and was almost as 
spellbound by the majestic staircases, 
high-ceilings and ornamentation as I 
was enthralled by Bizet’s tragic tale. 

For lovers of fresh air, half of the 
city’s total area is made up of gardens, 
parks, and woods, and as a third of all 
journeys are made by public transport, 
they are easy to find. 

Rests in between are easy with 800 
coffee houses dotted throughout the 
city. Food is rich and fulsome - hearty 
soups, stews, meatballs, herrings and 
goulash washed down with local beer 
and wines. 

Visitors inspired by what they find 
can visit the many markets and take 
home their own taste of Vienna. I did. 
No pastries or sausage for me though, 
but a small jug emblazoned with a 
print of The Kiss - a reminder of a trip 
which brought art, a city and a whole 
era to life.

Economic policies are failing 
and people are paying price 


I WISH we hadn’t 
been proved right, but 
the latest economic 
figures show all our 
warnings about the 
reckless Tories have 
come true. 

Savings have to be made, 
but cutting too far and too 
fast has made things much 
worse. 

Families and businesses 
are paying the price with 
prices rising faster than 
wages, companies going 
bust and long-term unem¬ 
ployment at a 17 year 
high. 

According to the latest 
figures there are 46,212 
people in the Black Coun¬ 
try chasing only 6,815 
vacancies. 

That’s nearly seven peo¬ 
ple for every job. 

In Dudley youth unem¬ 
ployment is up 267 per 
cent on last year. 

I remember leaving 
school in the “bad old” 
days of the 1980s when 
youth unemployment rose 
even after the recession 
had ended.

scrapped the Future Jobs 
Fund, cut Connexions. 

They’re not just heart¬ 
less, but hopeless too. 

More people out of work 
claiming benefits rather 
than paying taxes means 
the Government is borrow¬ 
ing £150 billion more than 
they planned. 

Britain’s debt is getting 
bigger, not smaller. 

In six months of sham¬ 
bles, they’ve had to U-turn 
on petrol, pasties, cara¬ 
vans, churches and chari¬ 
ties, the Government is 
showing that it is incompe¬ 
tent and is making the 
wrong decisions for the 
country. 

They’ve also had to 
scrap plans to sell off the 
forests, end free school 
milk, introduce tough 


knife crime sentences and 
cut child benefit. 

But there are some 
changes they’ve refused to 
make. 

On their most disastrous 
decisions the Government 
is pressing on.

known for his comic skills, 
though there were some 
unintentionally funny sneers from 
him when he played the villain in 
007 epic Die Another Day 10 years 
ago. However, he clearly had a 
great time when he was cast in 
comedy drama Vexed (Wednesday, 
BBC2, 9pm) in 2009. 

If you missed that first run when it 
aired a year later, it centred on Jack 
Armstrong and Kate Bishop, 
detectives who were completely 
mismatched. The former was one of 
the worst private eyes of all time, 
while the latter tried to do a good 
job, but kept getting dragged down 
by Jack. 

Now series one actress Lucy 
Punch has moved on to other 
projects, for the first of a six-part 
series, Jack is teamed with new 
partner Georgina Dixon (Miranda 
Raison). She’s an ambitious officer 
who has been promoted to detective 
inspector and has no reservations 
about expressing her disdain for 
Jack’s sloppy approach to crime¬ 
solving. 


Naturally the duo have to put aside 
their differences when they 
investigate the strange death of an 
egocentric car salesman. Stephens 
loved making the first series, not 
least because it gave him a rare 
chance to do comedy on TV instead 
of the dramatic roles he was known 
for. “It was kind of like having a 
vacation for me,” he remarked at the 
time. It helped that his character was 
such a bumbling detective instead of 
a shrewd villain hell bent on world 
domination. “I just had to turn up 
every day and have fun,” he smiles. 

As any theatre luwie will tell you, 
Toby is the son of acclaimed actors 
Robert Stephens and Maggie Smith. 
So, partly because of genetics and 
partly through seeing a lot of theatre 
when he was young, it was 
inevitable he would start treading the 
boards. He made his film debut 20 
years ago in Tilda Swinton movie 
Orlando, and impressed many with 
TV hit The Camomile Lawn. Roles in 
a film version of Twelfth Night and 
Space Cowboys (in which he played 
a younger version of director/star 
Clint Eastwood) kept the wolf from 


the door, but it was his turn as 
egomaniacal Gustav Graves in Die 
Another Day that could have 
changed his life forever. 

It didn’t hurt that Pierce Brosnan’s 
final 007 epic made millions at the 
box office and put Stephens on the 
map of many Hollywood casting 
agents who may have been 
indifferent to his earlier work. 
However, given the choice 
between spending days and 
maybe months in LA waiting for 
the phone to ring, and then playing 
generic villains in assorted epics, 
or working on lower paid theatre/ 
TV work, he chose the latter. “Once 
you’ve done a villain, that’s all you 
end up doing,” he remarked. You 
can see his point. 

Charming, good looking and most 
of all British, he ticks all the boxes 
for any uninspired Tinseltown 
director looking for the next 
antagonist for their blockbuster. 

Jack Armstrong may spend a lot of 
time vexed about his work, but his 
real life alter ego could hold a 
masterclass in tickling ribs, as this 
first episode proves.

PLEASE do drive some of our 
opposition, was the invitation at 
the UK launch of the latest 
Volvo - the V40. 

And there alongside rows of gleaming 
new V40s waiting to be tested were others 
in the hotly contested C segment in the 
UK. Now that takes some bottle and a lot 
of confidence in your product. The com¬ 


pany must be absolutely sure motoring 
journos will be impressed or be so stunned 
they are beaten into submission. 

Well in my humble opinion, Volvo got it 
just right and we were impressed, or at 
least I was. 

Volvo is putting a lot into its attack on 
the segment where the top five - 
Ford Focus, VW Golf, Vauxhall 
Astra, Audi A3 and BMW 1 
Series - account for 66 
per cent of total sales. 
Duncan Forrester, 
^ Volvo’s head of public 
affairs, says the 
marque only has 
to take five per 
cent of these 
customers to 
sell 10,000 
units a year. 
And he believes 
it will take 
more. 


“There is space for a new entrant in this 
marketplace and we believe this car has 
what it takes to make inroads into it,” he 
said. 

This all-new car comes with new and 
improved features from the larger family 
members and includes City Safety as stan¬ 
dard, collision warning and pedestrian 
detection on the safety front along with 
the world’s first pedestrian airbag fitted 
as standard, which is the next step 
towards the manufacturer’s target that 
no-one should be killed or injured in a new 
Volvo by 2020. 

Sporty 

There are three different diesel 
engines, and three petrol engines. They 
include a 1.6 diesel, which gives a class¬ 
leading C02 figure of 94g/km (equivalent 
to 78.5mpg on the combined cycle), a 
sporty 177hp 2.0-litre five-cylinder diesel, 
and the high performance T5 petrol, good 
for 254hp. 

All engine and gearbox versions have 
start/stop technology, to boost economy 
and reduce emissions. 

The hatchback will be available in ES, 
SE and SE LUX trim with Bluetooth fitted 


as standard across the range. 

Company car users will benefit from 
strong benefit in kind (BIK) figures, with 
the V40 D2 at £43 and £85 for 20 per cent 
and 40 per cent tax payers respectively. 
The V40 D2 offers the best BIK figures of 
all the premium five-door hatchbacks, 
beating the BMW 116d ED (£45 and £90) 
and the Audi A3 1.6 TDI (£48 and £97). 

The entry level ES comes with a large 
number of features as standard, including 
Volvo’s innovative City Safety technology; 
the world’s first pedestrian airbag; Blue¬ 
tooth with music streaming; high per¬ 
formance audio with 5in colour display 
screen; Electronic Climate Control; 16in 
Matres alloy wheels; Dynamic Stability 
and Traction Control; power windows; 
leather steering wheel and gear knob; and 
textile floor mats. 

Inside it is stylish and well laid out with 
plenty of driver and passenger space and 
the boot isn’t bad - let’s face it Volvos have 
never had the best capacity or usability 
but this is OK. 

Outside it is lean, low and wide and is 
certainly elegant. It is particularly eye¬ 
catching from the back and at the front 


has good, heavy creases, attractive head¬ 
lamps and tidy grille. 

Most buyers today take careful note of 
residual values and Volvo has tried to 
make them attractive. One of the actions 
it has taken is to reduce the number of 
single options as they do not often trans¬ 
fer into a higher re-sale value, and group 
them together as ‘packs’ which are more 
desirable and attract higher re-sale 
values. 

And the signs are already good from the 
experts. 

“We believe the car will be a success, 
and our residual value forecasts are at a 
similar level to VW Golf, ahead of the 
current Audi A3 Sportback, and just 
behind the BMW 1 series,” said Andrew 
Mee, senior managing pricing risk, Lex 
Autolease. 

“The V40 is an attractive model which 
provides an improved driving experience 
over any previous Volvo. The suspension 
offers control without feeling overly firm. 
Refinement levels are good, comple¬ 
mented by a high quality interior with the 
usual comfortable Volvo seats. ” 

Says it all.
